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Germany.
From the Tribune.

There is, unmistakably, a marked change In
the sttuation in Germany, The Prossian Govern:
ment has chaneed its warlike languoage; it has
become less threatemng and deflant, and, In its
Iast diplomat ¢ notes, spenks more of the preser
vatlon of peace thaa of the probability of war,
Of course, the world interprots this as a defent
of Bismark, who, It 18 sald, bas already deemod
it most expodient to offér hia resigonation.

The opposition (o the Prussian projest of ne-
grandizément had, of late, assumad tormidable
almensions, None ol the minor Uovernmonts
seem Lo have defined their position as reeards
the conflict to the satinction of Prussin, and
one of whe latest reports sgays that Bavaris,
Saxony, Wursemb: e, Badon, and Hesse-Darm-
stadt would all, fa cnse of war, be on the side of
Austrin, A still. erester Imyuression has been
mnde i Borlin, by the determined arttitude of
the Prussinn people. who, with an uoparallvled
onnuitiity, and with o boidness which has tnken
all Germany by surprise, declared their oppost
tion ton olvil war and to the annexstion of
Sehleawlig-Holateln againgt the will ol the ip-
hab'tanis,

The Prussian proposal tor the convoontion of
s German Partiament ls favorably received by
many Liveruls, without, however, dimlnishing
their detestation ol Bismark and thelr opposi-
tion to a civil war, The bid for the good-will of
the Liberal porty, whieh Blemark inteoded in
appenling o universal suflvage—to the dismay
ol moat 07 hils adherents<hus induced the Ans
trian Government to make an imporiant cons
cossion to the Liberal party of Gormany. It no
longer claims tor the Federal Dist the exclusive
right to decide the question of suceession in the
Ducliies, but it proposes that the Ausirinn and
Prussian troops shull both be withdrawn and
ihe people ot Schiles wiz-Holsteln choose n Gov-
ernment by universal sallrage, As this pro-
position grunts the chiel dewand of the Liberal
purty of Germany, and will jrobably obtain the
assent of the minor Germwan Governments and
of the other European powers, it stands a good
chance ol spccess, 11 earried, 1t will be o m-
portunt victory of Ausirian diplomacy, and a
mortifylng and humiliating deleat of Prussia,

The Fleets in the Fishing Grounds,
From the Times .

Two rather powerful and warlike fleets, be-
Jonging to England and the Unuted States
regpectively, bave wssembled in the fishing
grounds, near the euwstern const of Maine,
within the last month or two. The ostensible
and real object of both the British and the
Awmerican fleet is the same—with only a ditferent
application in esch case, viz,, to see that the
rights of the citizens ot bolh powers are re-
spected, and that 12 neither case s there any
infraction thercol by the other. The pretext
or the necessity for their appuarance is lound in
an mcident arising Irom oor abrogution of the
Reciprocity Treaty, which resiricts the rance of
Ameriean fishermen, and in ihe dunger which
consequently springs from their belng de-
barred a privilege which thes have long
enjoyed. Prior 1o the establishment of the
Reciprocity Treaty there were  always dis.
putes aboul tne richts of our Hshermen
in these waters; but that treacy enlarged them
tothe utmost hmits of our desire. Now thac
they are aeain restricted, it 18 harder even than
it was before tor our fishermen 10 endure 115 tor
they have both experienced the plessure of un-
restrained (reedom, and been abie to measure
its intnnsic prout in ts particular matter,
They are very lllpl, theretore, i this time of
annoyance and loss, to go be,ond what ars now
considered their legal and legitimate nghts, nod
trespass upon what 1s now the exclusive posses-
sion of others. And the British or provincial
fishermen, who now ind themeelves in the en-
joyment of a special and valuable privilese, are
very apt, in thear »agerness to guard agninst ita
infringement, to be hasty and overbearing, and
Fig De])‘oud even themselves.

It is the duty of the American noavy to pre-
vent our eitizens pasmng beyond the bounds to
wlich our Gu\'rrlllnt:m?ms sgreed, and it is the
duty of the British fleet to gusrd what are
claimed as excinsively British rights, And
again, it 18 the duty ol the British navy to check
any uncalled-for Interference on the part of
British fishermen, and it is the duty of the
American flect to guard the rights of our own
citizens,

The duties are not diffioalt if the respective
paities are inbued with a just and irlendly
spirit, and act in an honorable and courteous
manuer,  But the g'tuation 18 perilous if there
should be a spirit of haste and resentment, and
a style of rlzl?iuy and imperionsness on either
side. For, where atizens of two nations are
arrayed against ench other on a question of a
cburacter like this, and where acmed forces ate
assombled within view of one another to assert
and msintain the riehts and privileges of each,
there is nothing more likely to napoen, here or
there, now or then, than some sort of misunder-
ntuudlng or petly quarrel, or incidental colli-
#ion, which will grow or intensiiy, until a state
of affaire Is reached all bur, I not altogether, be-
yond the reach of compromise,

Heuce the necegsity ol our nsval commanders
in that quarter being impressed with the pro-
toundest leeling ol Iﬁu delicacy of thelr duties
and position, There s no danger ol Amerioan
naval offlcers exhibiting, in any presence, any
lack of high-toned (raits of character, or the
moel honorable pride, professtonal and national,
We are unguabifiedly prond of our glorious navy
in Lbis rt‘h}'t‘t‘l-. und in all other respects,  There
is only a little dunger that its sparit wuy be un-
duly aroused, on some occasion, by some un-
toward incident, and 1hat, in quick resentment
for some unnuthorized wropg it may inconti-
nently lead us o irremedinble mistortune, As
the commander of the North Atlautic Squadron,
however, we are glad to hear thot Admiral Far
ragut has placed In commuud af the vesiela in
that locality olllcers as emirently gitted with
dircretion as they are celebrated for pluck, And
we are happy to learn that between the officers
of the Brirish and Amerlean fleots assombled in
tlhe fehing gronnds, there have heen frequent
exchanges o! courtesics, and alwave a spirit
of amity, that promises the hest results 10
the end.

kil is somewhat remarkable that the commiltee
do not reject the work of reconstruction done
by the President, ns |nvolving & series of
messures of vsurpation unlawiul and void, It
is really surorwing that they sdmit the
validity of all his wcts and the statesmanship
of all his mswroctions in relerence to the
reorgamzation of the excluded States, But so it
i#, From his Imtial Virginia and North
Caroling proclamations of May last down to
this day, all the proceedivgs of the Exeocutive
looking to the reclamation of the Btates
delivered from the Rebellion are approved snd
accepied by Congress, The processes by which
he secured the ratifcation ot the great Constiou-
t.onel umendwent abolishing and interdloting
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slavery are considered ns satisfactorily sotiling
that quesuon. His exceptions ot log
Kebels in his amnesty proclsmation, and his in-
s'ructions to his gruvlalonsl' povernors In rogand
1o the debis of the Rebellion, sre interwoven in
this Congresslonal plan. His views, wo, of the

Thw Congres-
sionul sehieme ol reconstruction, therefore, looks
to u revolution i the Government, heginning
with the exercige of despotic powers over the
South, but where is it to end? “Trenson is a
crie, and tra'tors onght to bLe punlshed ™ but
we ceannot ontlaw the people of eleven States of
the Union without endai gering the liborties of
the other twenty-five. I+t us watch and see
bow this question fs treated in Congress, for
there ar e in it the elementsofl u revolution,

The Reconstruction Abortion.
From the World,

The plan of reconstyuction reported by the
“Centrnl  Directory” belies  every pretense,
whether promissory or apologetic, put forward
during the winter by the advoeates of delay.
The appo'utment of such u commitiee implied
that recomstruction, in some form, was the
appropriate business of #iis Congress, I the
Bouthern Btutes are not to resume their Pederal
privileges until after the year 1870, they will
have no vowce either In this Congress or in the
next, orin the next after that next, The Con-
gress which succeeds the present will be elected
in the autumn ol 1866, and s successor in 1868;
so that the proposed disfranchisement of the
Southern people till after the 4th of July, 1870, |
would exclude them from represcutation for
three successive Congresses, or (he full period
of six years after the close of the war. if this
scheme I8 to prevail, all action might as wel!
linve been deferred till this tong perlod has ex-
pired. 1t there is to be no immediate result, a
tuvore Congress wonld have the advantage of
seting on fuller knowledee and a riper appre-
cintion of stil]l undeveloped facts.

The Reconstruction Committee, during the five
mouths they have had this subject in charge,
huve cmF!uyul themselves, or, at least, have
prolegsed to employ themselves, in making in-
quirles and collecting intformation respecting
the selual condition and present public =entj- |
ment ol the South. The witnesses they have
examined bave been either Southern residents, |
hike Genernl Lee, Alexander H, Stephens, snd
Governor Sharkey, or military officers whose |
pervice in that seckion, since the war, has given
them uprurlmmiu@ ol observation, But what |
pood end 1s served by all this ostentatious bustle |’
of exsminimg countless witnesses, it reconstruc:
tion is to be g0 long deferred? The ascoriain-
ment of the present stute of Bouthern public sen-
tment implied an mtention to devise s echema
ol reconstruction adapted to  this present |
sentiment, Oun any rafionsl mode of judging, |
this covld lead only to one ol theso two results:
vither that reconstruc'lon s, at present, inex-
pedient, and that nothing ought 1o Ve done; or
else, the proposal of some plan wh eh all these
protracted inquires into the state of Southern
publie sentiment atlorded o reusonable presump-
non that the Sonth would socept, Eilher nothing

has, ut least, some 1aint cehance ol snccess, If
the inquiries of the commitee have brought
them 1o the conclusion that, in the present
ternper of the South, ro mode of reconstruction,
ntonee noceptable to it and sale for the couns

J}wmhll-, the committee should have
coneluded their Inbord by a report to that eect,
To propose a plan whose certmn and deolslve
rejection by the South no sane man ean doubt,
i3 1o tritle with the subject. I in the opinion
ol the committee, reconstruction 1s impossible,
they should have fraukly said so.

CUertuin it is, that neither they vor any body
can honestly hold such sn opinion. It s not
only known, but notorious, that the revolted
Stutes have been ripe for reconstruction ever
since Congress met. There has been no neces.
sity lor doing sught to conx them in; the great
troubie and task of Congress has been to shut
them out, This wee the sole business of the
Republican caucus held beiore the oreanizaticn,
The Reconstruction Committees, acreed on In
that cauous, was notoriously n conurivance for
excluelon. The Southern members were on the
grovnd, eager for admission. The Commitiee
could not, therefore, without flylng in the teeth
of wellknown facts, have reported that recon-
struction 18 not yet possible, They were con-
strmined to reporr, Il they reported at all, some-
thing which might be held up to the public as u
plan of 1econstruction.

But what logloal, uay, what possilile, connec-
tion has the plan reported with the previous
labors of the committee? How sin it be made
to appear that It is founded on, adapted to, or
that itin any way results from, the testimony
which the committoe has so lsboriously taken ¥
Why could not this plan have just as well been
formed previous to the testimony as since? One |

Auother of tae four sections of the proposed
constitutional amendmemn forbids the payment
of the Rebul debt, Now, whether this part of
the plan guaras agaimst 8 real or an unresl
danger, it 8 equally cerfain that it requited
no protracted Investigntion to reach the recom-
mendation, which rests on entirely other
grounds than any ascertained by the inquiry,

Another section of the proposed amendmoent
declares that all citizens of the United States
shall enjoy equnl protection of the laws, If the
Civil Righte bill {= constitntional, this is sn
exereéeence; but be this as it may, 11 15 & recom.
wendaution which could bave boen as ntellis
gintly made five mouths ago, as at any time
sinee, Its detense will not be rested on any
facs asecitnined by the committes, but on its
filleged intomele jusiiee. So far as reoards this
part of their plan, there is nothing in the con

and no more dishonest thin the investigation—
both having the smme dissimulated purpose of
postponing and preventing the restoration of
the Union.
